Region No. 5—Renon Bacigalupi, 2024 Thomp- 
son Way, Richmond; Contra Costa and Alameda. 

Region No. 6—Ed Zwierlein, Route 1, Box 988, 
Redwood City; San Francisco, San Mateo, Santa 
Clara, Santa Cruz, San Benito, and Monterey. 

Region No. 7—Eben Coe, P. O. Box 2424, Holly- 
wood; San Luis Obispo, Santa Barbara, Ventura 
and Los Angeles. 

Region No. 8—Roscoe Hazard, 2548 Kettner 
Blvd, San Diego; San Diego, Imperial, Riverside, 
Orange, San Bernardino, Inyo and Mono.
